"Then, if a guest arrives for lunch- 


eon when the housewife had decided 
to lunch spnrinely on bread and milk, 
she can hand the maid a menu calling 
for stores from the emergency 
cup- 


board and a delicious luncheon can be 
made ready without flurry or excue- 
ment. 
"There should also be an emergency 


store of clothing classified. An

has been mended and washed and n'.ed 
awav neatly where it can be found 
without trouble.

as those that are prepared here for 
Auntie's table," said Marjorie as she 
sat in her aunt's dining room taking 
a small lunch with Marie.

Marie, "and the French excel in mak- 
ing the most

ones. Soup 


should never be used the same day if 
possible. Allow it to stand one night, 
and all the flavorings will blend to- 
gether, which make all the difference 
when reheated. 


"It is a great mistake to put odds 


and ends of vegetables into the, stock 
pot. 
The pot should be kept for bones 


and trimmings of meat, your poultry 
giblots, 
bacon rind, etc.

should be turned out Into 
a 
clean, 


enameled bowl every third day, thor- 
oughly cleaned, and some of the bones 
removed that have been in too long. 


"The idea of a stock pot is to have 


a good foundation for any soup you 
choose to make; tomato, lentil, celery 
and potato being the most popular and 
easiest made. If you have no stock, 
the liquor In which brussels sprouts, 
cauliflower, celery, potatoes and onions 
are boiled all make an excellent start 
for a vegetable soup. 
In 
France we 


never throw away such Ikiuors. having 
been taught that the .salts and most of 
the goodness of the articles cooked, 
is in the water. 
"Another thing we use a great deal 


in France is bread to 
thicken 
our 


soups 
well soaked in a 
little milk 


and water and beaten in. Half a cup 
of milk added to most soups, just be- 
fore serving, gives it that soft creamy 
tasto that makes all the 
difference. 


Bear in mind that the accepted articles 
that blend well together in ordinary 
cooking, blend well in soups.

job. 
There was objection to the ap

importance of the step that had been 
taken.

high school, so imperative are

The effects were' felt 
at a" great distance, anfl three rows of 
small houses in the neighborhood were 
almost demolished. 
Between 30 and 40 bodies have, been 


recovered thus far arid about 100 per- 
sons are reported to have been injured 
seriously.

tricts was cut off for a time by the ex- 
plosion, and the metropolitan fire'bri- 
gade could not give aid immediately, 
he tire not being in the London tire 
brigade area.

killed by the explosion or buried in 
the ruins.
